Clyde was married to the former Sue Whitesides. To this union was bom two children, 
David and Susan. 

Clyde had retired about a year and a half before the Lord called him home on July 30, 
1987. Because of his illness he was never really able to enjoy his retirement time. Yet in it all 
his trust was in the Lord who was his ever present help. 

The verse of scripture that comes to mind as I remember Dr. Clyde Chapman is found in 
II Timothy 4:7-8. "I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all them that love his appear¬ 
ing." To God be the gloty.

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IN MEMORIAM 

Forrest Chalmers Feezor was bom July 1, 1892 on a farm 
eight miles south of Lexington, N.C. One of eight children, he 
was named after Confederate calvary general Nathan Bedford 
Forrest and Scottish preacher and mathematician, Thomas 
Chalmers (1780-1847). Despite little family interest in religion, 

Forrest accepted Jesus as savior when he was eight and made a 
public commitment five years later at Jersey Baptist Church. 

A desire for education led him to leave the farm at age 
eighteen and enroll in the fifth grade in a private school near 
Churchland, N.C. During the time at Churchland he began to feel that he should be a mini¬ 
ster. One day while plowing he told the Lord he wasn’t sure what a call to the ministry was, 
but would accept it as a sign from the Lord if someone asked him to preach. While still in 
the field he was approached by an emmisary from a church needing a supply preacher the 
following Sunday. He was ordained by Jersey Baptist in 1916 while still in high school. 

Admitted to Wake Forest College, he excelled in studies, debating and oratory. Although 
he had never seen a football game, he was recruited by the football and basketball coaches 
because of his size and strength. He was a star in both sports and was captain of the basket¬ 
ball team. 

He attended Southern Seminary and following his graduation, he made a study tour of 
Palestine, Europe, England and Scotland. Returning to America, he became professor of 
Bible at William-Jewell College in Liberty, Mo. Two years later he resigned to become pas¬ 
tor of Second Baptist Church in Liberty. 

While pastor at Liberty, he married Jessie Ray Fuller, youth director of First Baptist 
Church in Dallas, Texas. Dr. George W. Truett performed the September 15, 1927 
ceremony. 

On January 1,1932,. the Feezors moved to the pastorate of the Tabernacle Baptist Church 
in Raleigh, N.C. During the ministry at Raleigh, the Feezors adopted two baby girls. He was 
a crusader against moral evils, entered the new radio ministry, was President of the North 
Carolina Baptist Convention. 

In 1943 he was called to the pastorate of the 4,000 member Broadway Baptist Church in 
Fort Worth, Texas. 

At age 54 in 1946, he became pastor of the First Baptist Church in Waco, Texas. While 
pastor at Waco, he was elected President of the Baptist General Convention of Texas and 
First Vice-president of the Southern Baptist Convention. 

Texas Baptists called him to be the Executive Secretary of their convention in 1953. At the 
mandatory retirement age of 68 he ended eight and one half years of service in that position. 

Having served 16 years on the Foreign Mission Board and made many overseas trips to 
visit with missionaries, his mission commitment was realized when he spent a year as pastor 
of the Calvary Baptist Church in Tapei, Taiwan. Other notable items of service included 
regular sermons over the short-wave "Voice of America" from 1952-55. He served as Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Trustees of Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, trustee of 
Meredith College and Baylor University. He received The Master of Theology degree from 
the University of Chicago and honorary doctoral degrees from Wake Forest, Baylor, and 
Campbell Universities and Gardner-Webb College. 

Known as a man of prayer, he led a prayer for world peace at the 1955 Baptist World Al¬ 
liance by asking delegates from Russian and Iron Curtain Countries to hold hands with 
delegates from America and the West. 

During his 20 years of "retirement", Dr. Feezor served churches in Texas, Georgia, Wis¬ 
consin, and North Carolina as interim pastor. He moved to Shelby in 1976. 

On December 2, 1986, Dr. Forrest Chalmers Feezor left his body here to go into the 
presence of the Lord.

A Brief History Of 
Eastside Baptist Church, Shelby 

Eastside Baptist Church was organized in December, 1921, with thirty-one charter mem¬ 
bers. The first pastor, Rev. C.O. Johnson, led in building the fust auditorium and was pastor 
for one year Others who have served as pastors are: Rev. W.G. Camp, Rev. H.E. Waldrop, 
Rev. R.P. Hamby, Rev. W.P. Biggerstaff, Rev. E.B. Hicks, and Rev. W.W. Padgett who pas- 
tored the church for twenty-six years. 

In 1971, under Rev. Padgett’s leadership, the church moved from Buffalo Street to its 
present location on Wyke Road. Some years later, an activities building and ball field were 
constructed. The present structure, which provides 21,500 square feet of floor space, is lo¬ 
cated on nine acres of land. The total property value is in excess of $1,000,000.00. 

The church expanded its program in 1983 by calling Dr. Harold E Fite as associate pastor. 
In 1985, Dr. Fite was called as pastor of Eastside Baptist Church.

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CONSTITUTION 


PREAMBLE 

We the members of Missionary Baptist Churches in the County of Cleveland, State of 
North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto, do hereby propose iocMbM 
the principles and rules of order of a district Association in conformity to the following plan. 

ARTICLE I NAME 

The name of this body shall be the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

ARTICLE II PURPOSE 

Under the leadership of the Holy Spirit, this association of churches seeks to further the 
Kingdom through the following: 

(1) the fostering of fellowship and cooperation among the member churches; 

(2) the ministering of spiritual and physical needs of people; 

(3) the giving and receiving of information, assistance and training for member churches, 

(4) the cooperation with North Carolina Baptist State and Southern Baptist Conventions. 


ARTICLE III MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1: The Association shall be composed of cooperating Baptist churches in the area 
of the Association. 

Section 2: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall apply to the Member¬ 
ship Committee. Application should include: 

1. Formal action by the group seeking admission reflecting that 75% of those voting ex¬ 
presses their intent to cooperate. 

2. A written statement reflecting their beliefs and practices. 

3. A written statement that expresses their intent to cooperate. 

4. A willingness to meet with Membership Committee to discuss other items of mutual in¬ 
terest to both parties. 

The Membership Committee should be sensitive to groups seeking its services and be will¬ 
ing to present a statement of Baptist belief and practice and what it means to cooperate with 
the churches in the Association in a world-wide mission program. If recommended by this 
committee and accepted by the Association, a mission or a church shall agree to come under 
the watchcare of the Association for a minimum of one year. Membership within the As¬ 
sociation shall be determined by vote of the Association at its annual meeting. Churches 
under the watchcare shall be entitled to all rights and privileges of the Association except 
their members shall not hold office nor vote. 

Section 3: The Association shall be the sole judge of its membership and may receive chur¬ 
ches, or reject churches, according to its constitution and by-laws. Member churches may 
also withdraw as they desire, and if requested, the Associational Executive Board may grant 
letters of recommendation to other like associations. 


ARTICLE IV MEETINGS 

Section 1: The Association shall meet annually on Monday and Tuesday after the third 
Sunday in October and continue until the business of the Association is disposed of. 

Section 2: Special meetings may be called by the Moderator or Executive Board, provided 
two weeks notice is given to the member churches. 

Section 3: Each church shall elect annually, in addition to the pastor, two messengers to 
the meetings of the Association for each fifty members of the church, provided each church 
shall not have less than three nor more than ten messengers. ALONG WITH ALL AS¬ 
SOCIATIONAL OFFICERS, these shall constitute the voting body of the Association. The 
names of the messengers printed in the minutes shall include only those in attendance and 
registering at the Associational Meeting. 
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ARTICLE V AUTHORITY 

Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign in its own affairs, and the 
Association has no authority over the churches except as provided in this Constitution in Ar¬ 
ticle III, Sections 2 and 3. 


ARTICLE VI OFFICERS AND THEIR ELECTIONS 

Section 1: The officers of the association shall be the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk- 
Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, Music 
Director, Brotherhood Director, Woman’s Missionary Union Director, Chairman of the 
Library Council, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, Parliamentarian, and Audiovisual Coor¬ 
dinator. 

Section 2: The Moderator, Vice-Moderator and Clerk-Treasurer shall be elected on the 
last day of the annual meeting. All other officers shall be contacted and nominated by the 
Committee on Nominations and elected by the Associational Executive Board at their April 
meeting. 

Section 3: The newly elected Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer shall assume 
at the close of the annual session all duties incumbent upon them relating to work of the en¬ 
suing associational year. All other officers shall assume all duties incumbent upon them 
relating to the work of the ensuing year on October 1. 

Section 4: Any person having served two terms as Moderator shall be ineligible for re- 
election for two years. 


ARTICLE VII TRUSTEES AND THEIR ELECTION 

There shall be three Trustees of the Association, one preferably a lawyer, serving terms of 
three years each on a rotating basis. On nomination by the Committee on Nominations, one 
new trustee shall be elected at the Annual Meeting, no trustee being eligible to succeed him¬ 
self until after the lapse of one year. The expiration date of each trustee’s term of office shall 
appear by his name in the Associational Minutes. 


ARTICLE VIII THE ASSOCIATIONAL EXECUTIVE BOARD 

The Associational Executive Board shall be composed of all Associational officers (Ar- 
tide VI, Section 1), the Associational Director of Missions, the Church & Community 
Development Director (ex-offido without voting privileges), each active pastor, two mem¬ 
bers chosen by each member church from its membership and certified to the Association in 
its annual report, and chairmen of all standing committees of the Association. The Associa- 
tional Executive Board shall have the authority to act for the Association between sessions, 
except as limited by the Constitution. Associational Executive Board members are the con¬ 
necting link between the Association and the churches. Executive Board members should 
represent the churches to the Association. Executive Board members should act as repre¬ 
sentatives for the Association to the churches. It is the responsibility of the Executive Board 
members to promote the programs, represent the needs and report to the churches concern¬ 
ing the work and ministry of the Association. Executive Board members should seek accept¬ 
able means of representing the Association to their respective fellowships. It shall be the 
duty of the Executive Board to meet quarterly and to make reports and recommendations to 

the Association in its Annual Meeting. . _ 

The quarterly meetings will be in January, April and July, on Monday after the third Sun-

Section 1- The Association shall have the following standing committees, with their terms 
of office being from the close of the annual meeting through the following annual meeting.

Section 2: The following committee shall be appointed by the Moderator at least thirty 
days prior to the Annual Meeting to serve during the Annual Meeting: Enrollment Commit¬ 
tee (By-Law IV, Section 16). 

ARTICLE X AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to this Constitution may be made at any Annual Session of the Association 
upon an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the voting members present. Proposed changes 
must be presented to the Association on the first day and voted upon by a standing vote of 
the Association on the last day. It is recommended that all proposed changes first be sub¬ 
mitted to the Constitution Committee. 


BY-LAWS 

By-Law I PARLIAMENTARY RULES 

Robert’s Rules of Order shall be followed as the Association’s rules for conducting its dil- 
berative assemblies, except as the Association prescribes otherwise. 

By-Law II ASSOCIATION YEAR 

The Association Year shall begin October 1 and close September 30. 

By-Law III DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meeting of the body according to the 
Constitution and By-Laws, appoint Committee on Committees and Committee on Enroll¬ 
ment. He shall be the Chairman of the Associational Executive Board and be an ex-officio 
(without voting privileges) member of all other committees. Upon completion of his term of 
office, the Moderator shall become a member-at-large (for two years) of the Missions Com¬ 
mittee, Executive Committee and Executive Board. 

Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the pleasure, of the 
Moderator, and shall be the Vice-Chairman of the Executive Board. 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the member churches at 
least a month before the Association’s Annual Meeting, distribute at the Annual Meeting 
copies of the digest of these reports, and make an accurate record of the proceedings o< the 
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Association, supervise the printing and distributing of Minutes to the member churches, 
keep on file copies of Minutes, records, and other documents of the Association, and shall 
also serve as Secretary of the Executive Board. He shall inform all members elected to office 
or appointed to serve on committees of such action. He shall receive and bank all funds of 
the Association in the name of the Association; disburse the same upon instructions from 
the Association, its Executive Board, or as designated in the budget (no money is to be dis¬ 
bursed which is not included in the budget except upon recommendation of the Finance 
Committee to the Executive Board or the Association in annual session); render an accurate 
report of receipts and disbursements and distribute same at the Annual Meeting and give a 
report at each quarterly Executive Board meeting and keep books available and up-to-date 
for examination. 

Section 4: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Associational Year, make an audit of the 
Treasurer’s records and report to the Association in session. 

Section 5: The Historian shall collect and preserve historical data on the Association and 
its churches, and make a written report to each Annual Meeting of the Association. 

Section 6: The Sunday School Director shall cooperate with the Director of Missions in 
promoting the work of the Sunday School Department. This officer shall attend the Execu¬ 
tive Committee meetings and offer creative plans to this committee that would promote this

Section 7: The Church Training Department shall cooperate with the Director of Missions 

in promoting the work of the Church Training Department. This officer shall attend Execu¬ 
tive Committee meetings, maintain the on-going work of this department at all times, and 
give an annual report to the Association. 

Section 8: The Music Director shall provide leadership for the Association in session and 
when requested at other times during the year. This officer shall attend the Executive Com¬ 
mittee meetings and offer creative plans to this Committee that would promote the work. He 
shall encourage music growth in the churches throughout the year and shall make a written 
report to the Annual meeting. w .'\ 

Section 9- The Brotherhood Director shall cooperate with the Director of Missions in 
promoting the work of men and boys in the churches. The officer shall attend the Executive 
Committee meetings and offer creative plans to promote the development of men and boys 
and an awareness of world mission needs. 

Section 10: The Woman’s Missionary Union Director serves on the Executive Committee 
of the Association and works with the Director of Missions; leads the WMU Council; con¬ 
fers with our associational WMU officers and assists them in their work; leads in providing 
opportunities for leaders and members of their church WMUs to have fellowship and 
receive inspiration concerning their mutual mission task; leads in interpreting the WMU 
urogram to church leaders; leads in training church WMU workers and members; consults 
with church leaders concerning initiation of WMU work and the improvement of existing 
work’ presides at and plans for associational meeting, leads in associational WMU annual 
planning' leads in discovering mission action needs and in coordinating the work being done;

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Section 12- The Baptist Youth for Christ Director shall, under the supervision of the 
Director of Missions, serve as chairman of Youth for Christ Committee of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain Baptist Association. 

Section 13: The Parliamentarian shall, at the Annual Meeting of the Association, rule on 
all questions of parliamentary procedure which shall arise during the sessions. The Par¬ 
liamentarian shall serve as a resource person to the churches and shall, upon request, advise 
and assist the churches on matters of parliamentary procedure. 

Section 14: The Audiovisual Coordinator shall assist all associational leadership in selec¬ 
tion, production and use of audiovisual material. Upon request, he shall provide similar as¬ 
sistance to individual church leaders. He shall provide opportunities for training in the 
production and use of audiovisuals in education, motivation and worship. The Audiovisual 
Coordinator shall work with the librarian in storing, cataloging and promoting the use of 
audiovisual materials equipment. Maintenance of audiovisual equipment is the responsibility 
of the Audiovisual Coordinator. 

Section 15: Vacancies occurring between Annual Sessions shall be filled by the Executive 
Board, except the office of Moderator, in which case the Vice-Moderator shall automatically 
become Moderator. 


By-Law IV DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1: THE ORDER OF BUSINESS AND PROGRAM COMMITTEE shall be com¬ 
posed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Associational Music Director, 
and three other members. It shall rotate the place of meeting among the groups of churches 
with the host church being determined by the group. It shall recommend the preacher and 
the alternate for the annual sermon. It shall prepare a printed program for the Annual 
Meeting for the Association, which shall be sent to all persons on the program and to all pas¬ 
tors at least thirty days before the Annual Meeting. It shall, on the opening day of the An¬ 
nual Meeting of the Association, present the printed program for adoption and serve 
through the session when adjustments in the order of business become necessary. This com¬ 
mittee will be responsible for promoting the Annual Meeting through the various news 

Section 2: THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

1. Shall be composed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Music Direc¬ 
tor, Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, Brotherhood Director, WMU 
Director, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, Chairperson of the Church & Community 
Development Committee, President of the Pastors’ Conference, Chairman of the Nominat¬ 
ing Committee, President of the Committee on Committees, Chairman of Christian Life 
Committee, Chairman of Membership Committee, Chairman of Finance Committee, Chair¬ 
man of Evangelism, Chairman of Long-Range Planning Committee, and Audiovisual Coor¬ 
dinator. 

2. When without a Director of Missions, this committee shall seek out and recommend to 
the Association, or its Executive Board, for election of a new Director of Missions according 
to By-Law VI, Section 11. 

3. It shall administer all matters referred to it by the Association or Executive Board and 
act on routine or emergency matters concerning business management, approve employment 
of all office personnel, deal with problems relating to personnel, and maintain adequate 
equipment for the office. It shall meet regularly, not less than quarterly, but a quorum of 
seven is necessary to transact business. 

Section 3: THE EVANGELISM COMMITTEE, composed of six members, shall promote 
the work of evangelism in the churches and the Association in cooperation with the State 
Department of Evangelism. All plans and programs to be subject to the approval of the As¬ 
sociation or its Executive Board. 

Section 4: THE FINANCE COMMITTEE, composed of six members, two rotating an¬ 
nually, with the Treasurer shall study the Association’s financial needs of an adequate 
program, present a budget to the Association for the following year, devise plans for secur- 
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ing the cooperation of the churches in raising funds to meet the budget, and make a written 
report to the Annual Meeting. 

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE, may make adjustments during the year in line items or 
through the assignment of miscellaneous funds in Section VII of the budget providing the 
adjustments: 

1. —will not increase the total budget. 

2. —will not alter the basic purpose or intent of the budget. 

3. —will have full consent of those affected (individuals, department leaders, etc.) 

4. —will not exceed a total of $5,000 during a fiscal year. 

The Committee shall be prepared to assist any church within the Association, upon re¬ 
quest, with the stewardship programs offered by the Convention. 

The Committee shall express gratitude to the churches for their stewardship development 
that enables them to participate in local, home, and foreign missions. 

A contingency fund is to be established and maintained in the approximate amount of one 
calendar quarter of the Association’s operating budget. This contingency fund is to be 
deposited in an interest bearing account. 

The funds to be disbursed should a shortfall of general funds receipts occur, resulting in a 
lack of funds for regular operating expense. 

Any disbursement of funds from the contingency fund must be upon a recommendation of 
the Finance Committee and approval of the Executive Committee. 

Section 5: THE ORDINATION COMMITTEE, composed of five members, with the pas¬ 
tor of the home church (the church of which the candidate is a member), the Director of 
Missions, and deacons of the home and requesting churches, shall, when requested by a 
member church, assist with the examination and ordination of a candidate for the Gospel 
Ministry. 

The Committee requires that it receive a copy of that portion of the Minutes, signed by 
the clerk, of the church conference at which the home church voted to request examination 
of the candidate. 

The Committee requires that the candidate be called by a church for ministry before re¬ 
questing examination. 

The Chairman shall notify the candidate of the time, place, and procedure. 

The Committee suggests that the candidate be questioned at least two weeks prior to his 
ordination. 

The Committee shall question the candidate about his conversion, his call, his priorities, 
his doctrine, and his personal life. The Committee may also counsel the candidate. 

The candidate should feel free to seek advice from the Committee regarding any area of 
the ministry. 

In every instance, the Committee shall be guided by the Scripture, especially I Timothy 
3:1-7 and Titus 1:5-9. 

The Committee shall give written notice to the home church as to whether or not it recom¬ 
mends that the church proceed with the ordination. 

The Chairman shall report the Committee’s activities to the Executive Board quarterly 
and provide a written report for the Annual Meeting. 

Section 6: THE NOMINATING COMMITTEE, composed of six members, shall contact 
and nominate the officers of the Association according to Article VI of the Constitution. 
This Committee shall also, in cooperation with the Nominating Committee of various 
departments (except the WMU and Brotherhood organizations), recommend workers for 
these various departments. The officers and workers of these respective organizations shall 
be nominated by the organization themselves and submitted to the Nominating Committee 
(Article VI, Section 1). They shall also nominate Associational representatives for the 
various institutions and agencies of our convention and members of the General Board of 
our Baptist State Convention. The Committee shall also assist the Executive Board in filling 
vacancies which occur between annual meetings of the Association. This Committee’s 
nominationsshall not preclude other nominations from the floor. 
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Section 7: THE CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE, composed of three members, shall be 
available to study changes or revisions in the Constitution, and to make recommendations as 
needed. 

Section 8: THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE, composed of five members, shall per¬ 
form the duties as set forth in the Constitution and By-Laws. The Membership Committee 
should be sensitive to groups seeking its services and be willing to present a statement of 
Baptist faith and practice and what it means to cooperate with other churches in the Associa¬ 
tion in a world-wide mission program. The Membership Committee shall annually review all 
churches and missions under the watchcare of the Association and may present them for 
membership within the Association or that they continue under the watchcare. 

Section 9: THE CAJLENDAR COMMITTEE shall be composed of the following Associa- 
tional officers: Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, WMU Director, Brother¬ 
hood Director, Music Director and Vice-Moderator as chairman. This committee shall work 
out as soon as possible each year an associational calendar for the coming year and present 
same to the ANNUAL MEETING OF MESSENGERS. 

Section 10: THE RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE composed of three members, shall 
draw up and present to the Association resolutions of appreciation, plan and promote the 
work of the Committee in an annual planning meeting; and present resolutions of apprecia¬ 
tion to individuals, organizations, and churches when there are events worthy of commenda¬ 
tion. DEDICATE THE ANNUAL MINUTES TO A DESERVING PERSON. 

Section 11: THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE shall be composed of the Historian as 
chairman and six other members. It shall be the duty of the Historical Committee to collect, 
compile, and preserve all materials of interest to the Association and member churches. It 
shall make its report at the Annual Association Meeting. 

Section 12: THE SEMINARY EXTENSION COMMITTEE, composed of three mem¬ 
bers, shall publicize study courses and programs that are available; and shall plan, provide 
and promote Seminary Extension studies as they may be desired. 

Section 13: THE CHRISTIAN LIFE COMMITTEE, composed of six members, will give 
continual attention to the moral climate of the community and shall initiate necessary action 
to maintain and improve the climate. The committee shall commend these persons and in¬ 
stitutions that uphold Christian virtue, and shall support the churches in the teaching of 
Christian personal and social righteousness. 

Section 14: THE COMMITTEE ON COMMITTEES, composed of five members, shall 
perform the duties as set forth in the Constitution (Article IX, Section 1), and shall assist the 
Executive Board in filling vacancies on all standing committees occurring between sessions. 
This committee shall also name the Chairman of each committee. 

Section 15: THE TELEPHONE CONTACT COMMITTEE shall be composed of one 
person from each group of churches in the Association (6). These committee members shall 
relay messages to pastors and key leaders during the year. All messages to be sent should be 
cleared with the Director of Missions. 

Section 16: THE ENROLLMENT COMMITTEE shall prepare for and direct the enroll¬ 
ment of the messengers. A total enrollment shall be made for each day. 

Section 17: THE CHURCH & COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 

A. Purpose—The purpose of the Church & Community Development Committee shall 
be to work with the CCM Director to lead the Association to address the priority ministry 
needs in Cleveland County, and to plan and coordinate programs of ministry to share 
Christ’s love in meeting the spiritual, educational, emotional, and physical needs. 

B. Organization—The Church & Community Development Committee shall be com¬ 
posed of the chairpersons of the component sub-committees. Resource personnel will be the 
WMU Director and/or the Mission Action Director of the W.M.U., Brotherhood Director 
and/or the Baptist Men’s Director. The CCM Director will serve as chairman of the commit¬ 
tee. Emergency Ministry needs not addressed in the constitution will be met at the discretion 
of the CCM Director after consultation with the Director of Missions. 
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C. SUB-COMMITTEES: 

1. PRISON MINISTRIES—The Prison Ministries shall be composed of at least (3) three 
members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and evaluate the ministries in our 
local prison camp. 

2. JAIL MINISTRIES—The Jail Ministries shall be composed of at least (3) three mem¬ 
bers whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and evaluate the ministries in our local 
jail. 


3. MIGRANT MINISTRIES-The Migrant Ministries shall be composed of at least (3) 
three members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and evaluate the ministries 
among the migrant farm workers. 

4. JUVENILE COURT MINISTRIES-The Juvenile Court Ministries shall be com¬ 
posed of at least (3) three members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and 
evaluate the ministries to the Juvenile Court personnel and clientele. 

5. LITERACY MINISTRIES—The Literacy Ministries shall be composed of at least (3) 
three members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and evaluate ministries to 
the slow readers, non-readers and non-English speaking persons in developing and improv¬ 
ing reading skills. 

6. EMERGENCY RELIEF MINISTRIES-The Emergency Relief Ministries shall be 
composed of at least (6) six members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and 
evaluate ministries to the economically disadvantaged persons of Cleveland County. 

7. DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITY MINISTRIES-The Developmental Disability 
Ministries shall be composed of at least (3) three members whose duties shall be to plan, 
promote, perform and evaluate ministries to the Developmental Disabled persons of 
Cleveland County and to their families. 

8. VISUALLY HANDICAPPED MINISTRIES-The Visually Handicapped Ministries 
shall be composed of at least (3) three members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, per¬ 
form and evaluate ministries to the Visually Handicapped persons of Cleveland County and 
to their families. 

9. CHRISTMAS TOY STORE-The Christmas Toy Store Ministry shall be composed of 
at least (6) six members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and evaluate the 
ministry to parents of needy children during the Christmas season. 

10. SUBSTANCE ABUSE MINISTRY-The Substance Abuse Ministry shall be com¬ 
posed of at least (3) three members whose duties shall be to plan, promote, perform and 
evaluate ministries to address the needs of those afflicted with substance abuse problems 
and their families. 

The personnel of the sub-committees shall provide assistance to churches through their 
missionary education organizations in the development of ministries to those included in the 
job description written above, and to encourage participation by the churches in ministries 
conducted on the associational level. 

D MEETING —The personnel of the sub-committees will meet as needed to develop the 
programs of ministiy. The Christian Ministry Development Committee shall meet annually 
for their planning and training. 

Section 18: THE CHURCH RECONCILIATION COMMITTEE shall be composed of 
the present Moderator as chairman, two immediate past Moderators and two lay persons to 
be appointed annually by the above stated members. The chairman will report to the Execu¬ 
tive Committee or the Executive Board the names of those lay persons appointed. This com¬ 
mittee will be open to any person or persons of a member church seeking assistance with 
problems related to their church. 

Section 19' THE MISSIONS COMMITTEE shall be made up of the following members: 
Chairman (Vice-Moderator), the Director of Missions, Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, 
Finance Committee Chairman, Chairperson of Church & Community Development Com¬ 
mittee Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, Brotherhood Director, WMU 
Director President of the Pastors’ Conference, and Audiovisual Coordinator. 
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This Committee is to be available as a sounding board, to support the Director of Mis¬ 
sions as a person (as well as an officer in the Association), provide feedback concerning As- 
sociational programs and activities, conveying suggestions from the Association and offering 
support in projecting programs to the Executive Committee and/or Executive Board. The 
Missions Committee shall seek to determine areas of needs within and without the Associa¬ 
tion and formulate recommendations to the Associational Executive Committee. 

The Committee shall enthusiastically explore all mission possibilities throughout the As¬ 
sociation, emphasizing the need for new teaching units, preaching points, missions, and chur¬ 
ches; and it shall actively seek out potential sponsoring churches for the beginning of specific 
mission endeavors. Providing energetic outreach leadership for the Association shall be the 
Committee’s highest priority. 

Section 20: THE RECREATION AND DRAMA COMMITTEE shall promote a 
program of Christian recreation and drama in the churches. The Committee shall regard 
recreation and drama as a means, not an end. The Recreation and Drama Committee shall 
use their programs as a way to teach, a means of witnessing and an avenue of expressing the 
abundant Christian life. The Recreation and Drama Committee shall be responsible to give 
assistance to any church that should request help in the area of recreation and drama. The 
Committee’s responsibilities shall include fellowships, Senior Adults, retreats, crafts, drama 
workshops and other assignments of the Association, if asked. The Chairman of the Recrea¬ 
tion and Drama Committee shall plan with the Director of Missions and give a report of the 
committee’s activities at the Executive Board quarterly meetings. 

Section 21: THE STRATEGY PLANNING COMMITTEE, composed of five member;, 
shall seek to understand the ‘Priority Statements’ of the Association; provide support and 
suggestions to the appropriate committees for implementation; and recognize personally and 
publicly the committees that address themselves to, and make significant accomplishment in 
achieving the ‘Priority Statements.’ At a time it judges appropriate, the Committee will also 
suggest to the Association the need for further strategy planning. 

Section 22: YOUTH FOR CHRIST COMMITTEE, composed of a director and six mem¬ 
bers, shall be responsible for promoting and coordinating the following activities: 

1. Youth Council Sessions. 

2. Quarterly sessions of Youth for Christ in local churches. 

3. A Kairos Crusade for Christ every 3 to 5 years. 

4. Mission Vacation Bible School and/or Backyard VBS. 

5. Serve as a support group to the Associational Summer Youth Worker. 

6. Any other activity which the Director of Missions and/or Executive Committee deem 
necessary to foster a positive Christian witness for Christ. 

Section 23: MEMORIALS COMMITTEE, composed of three members, will be respon¬ 
sible for 

1. Recognizing deceased ministers, staff, deacons, and members in an appropriate way. 

2. Submitting report for inclusion in Associational Minutes. 

3. Ministering to the families of associational officers, ministers and staff members when 
death occurs. 

Section 24: PASTORAL MINISTRIES COMMITTEE 

The Pastoral Ministries Committee shall be composed of six ministers and/or staff per¬ 
sons in the Association with two rotating off each year. 

It shall be the duty of this committee to work with the Director of Missions in planning 
and promoting continuing educational opportunities for ministers and staff persons in the 
Association. 

Section 25: CHURCH SURVEY AND EXTENSION COMMITTEE 

The Church Survey and Extension Committee shall be composed of six members and shall 
encourage the Association to respond to the need for new churches and the development of 
young congregations. It shall be the responsibility of this committee to keep abreast of the 
growth and development of the townships within the Association and encourage the ap¬ 
propriate responses. 
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Section 26: Members of all these committees, except the CHURCH & COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE and those appointed by the moderator, shall be elected 
to serve not more than three years on a rotating basis. 

By-Law V TRUSTEES 

The duty of the Trustees shall be to hold in trust any property, money, endowment, or 
other securities of said Association, and they shall handle all legal matters of the Association 
under the direction of the Association or its Executive Board. 


By-Law VI DIRECTOR OF MISSIONS 

His selection shall be upon the recommendation of the Executive Committee and on vote 
by the Association at its Annual Meeting, or between sessions of the Association, by its Ex¬ 
ecutive Board. His time of office shall continue until terminated by mutual consent or re¬ 
quest of either party. He shall be a member of all committees and organizations of the As¬ 
sociation in a serving and advisory capacity. 

By-Law VII CHURCH & COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT DIRECTOR 

Section 1: Employment-The Director of CCM shall be jointly employed by the Associa¬ 
tion, the Baptist State Convention of North Carolina and the Home Mission Board. The 
employee should be elected to work until the sponsoring groups mutually agree to cease the 
tenure of service or the employee resigns. The CCM Director shall work under the super¬ 
vision of the Director of Missions and in compliance with the Job Description provided by 
the State and Association. _ 

Section 2: Basic Function—The basic functions are to work with the CCM Committee to 
organize, supervise and promote a program of activities to meet the spiritual, educational, 
emotional and physical needs of the people within the geographical boundaries of the As¬ 
sociation. „ , , _ 

Section 3: The CCM Director shall be an ex-officio member of the Associational Execu¬ 
tive Board, Associational Executive Committee and Missions Committee without voting 

P Sectfon 4: When without a Church & Community Development Director, the Association¬ 
al Executive Committee shall be responsible for the appointment of a Search Committee to 
is Church & Community Development Director according to By-Law 

By-Law VIII AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the By-Laws may be made at any session of the Annual Meeting by a 
majority of the messengers present and voting. 

By-Law IX DEFINE PROCEDURE

Ted Stone who is a former drug abuser. Miss Stephanie Blanton, a youth from Eastside 
Church, gave a report on what it meant to her personally to be involved in the Vacation 
Bible School for Mentally Retarded held at her church this past summer and how it 
caused her to give consideration to entering this field of work as a vocation. Jane 
Brendle, CCM Secretary, gave the report on Emergency and Relief Ministry. She 
shared several personal instances of families and individuals with whom she had shared 
resources and the blessings which followed. Bob recognized Marietta Floyd and stated 
she would be available between sessions if anyone would like to sign up as a volunteer 
at the Winter Night Shelter. Mr. Davis called attention to the other ministries included 
in his report and expressed appreciation for the response from the churches for his plea 
for food. At this time, 102 persons stood to give a vision of the persons who accepted 
Christ through the Church and Community Ministries. A copy of this report is found 
elsewhere in this volume.

31. Rev. Don Reed, Associate Director with the Volunteer in Missions Department of the 
Foreign Mission Board, gave us some details on our Sao Paulo, Brazil partnership. Our 
involvement in missions as an association is one of the reasons we were given the chal¬ 
lenge of the Brazilian partnership. "To whom much is given, much shall be required." 
Brazil already has an aggressive outreach program in the mission field but 1,000 new 
churches are needed there by 1992. Partnership evangelism is also needed. This will 
consist of teams to go to Brazil to lead revivals and to witness and share God’s Love.

These "mega" churches are too independent, not in need of the 
association or even the convention. We seem to have gotten away from the warm and 
friendly church. Mr. Poe stated that he has noticed that the State of North Carolina 
seems to have none of these "mega" churches. The average church enrollment in North 
Carolina is about 300. He urged us as Baptists to help create a spirit of love so that we 
may work through our differences and get on with the Lord’s work.

DIRECTOR OF MISSIONS 


As I sat down to prepare this report it was difficult for me to comprehend the tremendous 
transition that the Kings Mountain Baptist Association has had and that we are passing 
through. If it is difficult for me, then it gives me some appreciation for your position. 

You have provided a vety functional facility that continues to serve our churches and staff, 
minister to the sick, the distressed, the disfranchised, the illiterate, as well as those seeking to 
further their seminary education. What a broad range of needs you have chosen to address. 
The people who comprise our association are able to see the needs right here under our own 
doorstep and reach out in a healthy and life giving ministry. You are doing these as the great 
Commission has indicated it should be done - beginning where you are and continuing to 
reach out with ever-increasing circles until we reach the furthermost shores with the Good 
News of God’s love and His precious gift to us in Jesus Christ. 

As I travel in the circle of other Directors of Missions, I hear them saying over and over 
again, "Our people cannot see the mission needs here. Their concern is only elsewhere and 
not very strong for missions there." I commend you that you have not fallen victims of that 
common malady. We have a high degree of involvement in a wide range of mission needs 
within our own borders. We have seven of our churches listed in the top 100 churches con¬ 
tributing to the Lottie Moon Christmas Offering. They are Shelby First, Elizabeth, Boiling 
Springs, Bethel, Peach Street, Bethlehem, and Double Springs. Four of these ranked in the 
largest amount contributed and four ranked in the per capita gifts - with Elizabeth appearing 
in both categories. So, we have evidence of the involvement to the furthermost shores and 
your associational program is evidence of your involvement here in our own Jerusalem. 

We began a Retired Ministers and Spouses Fellowship this past year. Our officers are Rev. 
Dan Jolley, president; Rev. Ed Sessom, vice-president; and Mildred Davis, secretary. There 
are 99 retired ministers and spouses living in our area. Many of these spent most of their 
productive ministry in the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. It is a pleasure to join with 
our churches in providing a quarterly fellowship meeting with these servants of God. 

This year you completed the first floor of your associational building. With the assistance 
of the churches and the Special Gifts Committee we now owe only $32,000.00. The comple¬ 
tion cost was $63,261.18. . _ , . 

Christopher Road Mission is a glowing example of your commitment here m Cleveland 
County. One of the unexpected blessings was people and churches taking the initiative in 
contacting us to accomplish needed and significant phases of the work. Can you imagine 
what it is like trying to accomplish the many things that are required and then have people 
contact you and ask if they would be permitted to provide a specific service or the money to 
accomplish a vital part of the project? I am sure it is difficult for you to imagine how it af¬ 
fected the mission and those trying to coordinate the mission project. It felt like you were 
struggling along and all of a sudden someone picked you up and placed you way down the 
path of progress. We felt swept along on the strength of someone else, what a boost! 

The operation of your mission projects requires a constant and growing number of volun¬ 
teers. We have begun honoring those who give so unselfishly of their time and energy, inose 
who have been singled out for special recognition are: Mary Sue Thompson, Mane Wall, 
J.W. and Edna Gantt, Kathryn Martin, Bob Hoffman, Vicki Blanton, Sarah Williams Alta 
Pemell, Alma Poston, Kathryn Lucas, Gladys Putnam, and Frances Hord. These are only the 
tip of the iceburg of the vast number of persons who contnbute to our mission effort. Pas¬ 
tors and staff ministers join the ranks of the volunteers who give of their skills and energies 
to accomplish the needed ministries. n „ n n,„i!v 

We are thrilled to anticipate being a part of the Partnership Evangelism to Brazil Our Ex¬ 
ecutive Board approved the project at the July 20th meeting at David Baptist Church. We 
have been asked to send two representatives to negotiate an agreement for the 
years. Billy Cooper, our moderator, and I will be going November 15 and returning Novem 
ber 24,1987. This is a new chapter in missionary outreach and I am delighted we are a part 
this new approach of pairing association to association. 
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This past year we received 88% of our projected budget of $166,716.00. Our budget is a 
projection of what can be accomplished as our churches continue to support the ministries of 
the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. Just last week a pastor and I were talking. He 
shared with me that their fellowship planned to increase Cooperative Program giving and as- 
sociational giving. The joy was so evident in his voice as he shared the action of the church 
family. These added resources will help us meet real needs. This experience has created 
renewed enthusiasm in me and also in those who share in our joint ministries. 

We are where we are today because the churches value and support missions right here in 
Cleveland County. That support which we receive has more to do with what we accomplish 
than I like to admit. As your Director of Missions I want to thank you on behalf of every mis¬ 
sion need for the growing support that you give. We have adopted 4% as a goal and I urge 
churches to get on a percentage basis and plan to increase their percentage in a systematic 
and responsible manner. 

Now, in closing, I want to turn to the matter of accountability. Accountability is not an op¬ 
tion for a Christian servant or agency, it is a necessity. We welcome accountability. Twice 
there has been an association wide evaluation of me as your Director of Missions. Four times 
a year the first item of the agenda of the Missions Committee is an evaluation of the Direc¬ 
tor of Missions. Weekly staff meetings help us to be accountable to each other and our task. 
Quarterly we mail a report of receipts from the churches and expenditures of those funds. At 
this annual meeting you will examine and adopt our projected budget for 1987-88. 

You no doubt have heard the statement, "Power corrupts and absolute power corrupts ab¬ 
solutely." The unveiling of gross abuse by television ministries reveals a serious lack of ac¬ 
countability. Accountability would have corrected some of the abuse or informed those fund¬ 
ing these events how their money was being spent. 

We welcome accountability and would have it no other way. Seeking to be accountable 
here will prepare us for our ultimate day of accountability with the Lord, the righteous 

These fourteen years have been exciting and challenging years for me. I have felt myself 
being stretched over and over again to rise to the challenge to serve you as your Director of 
Missions. 1 welcome the opportunity as the future unfolds before us.

1. PRISON MINISTRY: 

A. Yokefellow Ministry - Volunteers met regularly every other Tuesday evening for 
worship services. Refreshments (baked goods) were provided for the worship/fel¬ 
lowship experiences. 

B. Bible Study - Volunteers continue to reach out to the inmate population by hold¬ 
ing weekly Bible studies each Thursday afternoon. Furthermore, they took on the 
responsibility of conducting the Monday afternoon Bible Study, which was discon¬ 
tinued for a short while due to the regular leader of this service sustaining a back 
injury and having to be hospitalized. 

C. Field Day Activities - Provided refreshments (drinks and snacks) and cosmetic 
items as prizes for winners of individual and team competition during field day 
events at the prison. 

D. Christmas Gift Packets - Prepared and presented a very nice gift packet to each 
inmate at Christmas. The gift packet consisted of various cosmetic items, gum, 
fruit, and candy. Also, at Christmas each member of the prison staff was provided 
with a box of chocolate covered cherries. Twenty church groups/individuals helped 
to provide gift packets. 

E. Family Visitation - Provided and served refreshments for family visitation on 


several Sundays. Provided polaroid family picture for each family.

3. MINISTRY TO VISUALLY HANDICAPPED: The committee sponsored a Hal¬ 
loween party held in the basement of the associational office. Three members of Zion 
WMU and one volunteer hosted the party for fourteen blind and visually impaired in¬ 
dividuals. $44.28 was used from the budget for the party.

June 16-Luncheon sponsored by Poplar Springs G.A.’s - seven volunteers assisted, 22 
visually handicapped attended. 

July 16 —Luncheon sponsored by Patterson Springs - 30 volunteers assisted, 13 visually 
handicapped attended. 

August 16—Activity sponsored by Beaver Dam - seven volunteers assisted, 14 visually 
handicapped attended. 

May—We sponsored a pizza party for the visually handicapped of Gardner-Webb in 
May. There were eight students who attended and seven volunteers who assisted. Each 
student was given a "goodie” basket to provide "munchies" during exam week. 

4. SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMITTEE: The Substance Abuse Committee sponsored a 
workshop on November 24, at Elizabeth Church. The total number of people was 89. 
The response was very good. 

We surveyed the group at the end of the meeting and found several recommenda- 
tions as to future activities and events that were desired by the participants. Also, 
several people volunteered to work with us in the future. 

From that meeting a team of two young men have been going to various churches 
and county schools meeting with youth groups and discussing drugs and giving t eir es- 
timonies. The response from teachers and leaders has been positive. 
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We plan a "Drama Contest" in the future in which we will ask students in the high 
schools to submit an original drama about drugs and alcohol. A committee is being 
chosen to select the best in three fields, and we would like to be able to give a prize to 
each winner, plus recognize them in the local newspaper. 

Another specific workshop is being planned. This workshop will be designed for 
specific needs.

Wherever the title "Christian Social 
Ministry Director" is used change to read: "Church and Community Development Director." 
Wherever the name "Christian Ministry Development Committee" is used change to read: 
"Church and Community Development Committee." Changes should be made in Article 
VIII and Article IX, Section 1, Subsection A-14 of the constitution and in Article IV, Section 
2,17, and 19 and Article VII, Sections 1,2,3, and 4 of the by-laws. 

CONSTITUTION 

It is recommended that Article IV, Section 1 which presently reads: "The association shall 
meet annually on Tuesday and Wednesday after the third Sunday in October and continue 
until the business of the association is disposed of” be changed to read as follows: "The as¬ 
sociation shall meet annually on Monday and Tuesday after the third Sunday in October and 
continue until the business of the association is disposed of." 

Article VI Officers and their Election, Section 2, sentence 1 reads: "The moderator, vice- 
moderator and clerk-treasurer shall be elected on the morning of the last day of the annual 
meeting." 

Recommend that sentence 1 of Article VI, Section 2 be changed to read: The moderator, 
vice-moderator and clerk-treasurer shall be elected on the last day of the annual meeting." 

(This vote concerning the Annual Meeting will effect the 1988 meeting.)

Major H.F. Schenck, who was the founder of the Cleveland Mill and power Company of 
Lawndale served the Association for two tenures; 1884 through 1896 and again in 1902. His 
wide, expansive and beautiful lawn gave the Town of Lawndale its name. 

Judge E.Y. Webb was Moderator from 1897 through 1901. He was the Presiding Judge of 
the Western District Federal Court and at one time Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
Gardner-Webb College. Part of the College name honors his family. 

Horace Easom, who was Music Director for the First Baptist Church in Shelby, for the 
Association, and the Baptist State Convention, was Moderator in 1961. 

Carlos Young served as Moderator for the years 1975 and 1976. Mr. Young lives in Shelby 
and has done outstanding work with the State Convention, this Association, and his own 
Shelby First Church. 

William McDaniel of Kings Mountain served as Moderator in 1977 and 1978. Prior to be¬ 
coming Moderator he served as Vice Moderator for two years. Mr. McDaniel is an active 
deacon of Bethlehem Church. He has served on various committees of the Association. He 
has worked as a rural mail carrier for thirty years in the Kings Mountain area. 

Other moderators of this Association have been Dove Pannell, G.W. Rollins (he served 5 
terms), L.M. Berry, R.P. Logan, Robert Poston, J.H. Yarboro, A.L. Stough, A.C. Irvin, John 
W. Suttle, C.C. Crow, C.O. Greene, E.B. Hicks, Oscar Funderburke, E.M. Smith, James 
Holder, C.A. Kirby, Jr., James Stamey, Russell Fitts, Roland Leath, Daniel Jolly, Marion 
Adams, Alton Martin, Broadus Heatherly, Dr. Wade Dellinger, and our present Moderator, 
Rev. Billy Cooper.

I’m aware of one BIG 
problem: the working folk don’t have time to read, and the retired don’t have the eyesight 
for lengthy reading. I suggest we get books on tapes to be played in car while driving. I 
phoned the Shelby Public Library and asked how many books they had on tape. They said 50 
best sellers but no religious. I think we need to look into that further. 

As I’ve said before: if you need help with your church library, call me and if I don’t know 
the answer, I’ll get you a person who does.
